They argued, and cited many 
instances in support tnat a fortified 
city does not prevent an invasion of 
thy national territory by a strong 
force sufficiert to invest the fortited 
place and immobilize its defenders— 
compelling them to capitulate within a 
comparatively short time—while he 
proceeds 1th th. main operations 
with the bulk of his troops. 


Big Guns Firc 120 Shots an Hour 

The new 12.5-inch gun of the Brit- 
ish navy under service conditions 
has been fired at the rate of two 
shots a mintte. 

Mc srs. Armstrong, the famous 
british gunmakers, have supplied 
some very interesting data of results 
actually obtained under active. con- 
ditions with patterns of their stand- 
ard naval guns, and these, while they 
show what is possible, must be re- 
garded as extreme rates. 

with a pair of 12 inch guns mount- 
ed in a single turret, eight rounds 
were got off in two minutes ten sec- 
onds; and from four guns of 
same pattern in two turrets, 
forty-five seconds.

Four 7.5 inch guns estab- 
lished a record of thirty-eight rounds 


in one minute forty-five seconds. 
\/ith ‘ten six inch guns, seventy-

while eight four-irch guns got. off 


fifty-ynine rounds in forty-tive  sec- 
onds. 
It will be noted that there is no 


relative connection between size o. 
oore, weight of projectile, and rapiu- 
ity of flre-delivery; for we find the 
9.2 inch gun in the foregoing taple 
discharging its projectile of 380 Ibs. 
at the rate of 6.5 rounds per muin- 
ute, whilst the six-inch gun only gets 
oft its 100 lb. projectile at the rate 
of 7.40 rounds per minute. 

But these statistics are distinctly in- 
teresting in that they conclusively 
prove it is not possible to lay down 
absolutely rigid formula in the mat- 
ter of ttre delivery. 


German Admiration of British Daring 
The latest British air raid in.o 
Germany . ppears to have caused some 
surprise in Germany. Speaking of the 
attempt on the Bickendorf Gas Works 
under machine gun tire the Cologne 
Gazette says: “We should like to re- 
cognize this piece of bravery of the 
English or French flisr, for it really 
is a daring act which one must re- 
spect. As it was the middlcu of the 
af‘esnoon many promenaders saw the 
machine, although hardly anyone 
imagined it was the enemy’s. 

The Rheinische Westfalische Zeit- 
ung describes the successful attack on 
the airship shed at Dusseldorf. The 
flier was exposed to heavy shrapnel 
and rifle fire. Noar the new shed he 
suddenly divea so that the spectators 
thought he was hit, But he obviously 
lived to avoid the shrapnel ard mak» 
more certain of his aim. With one 
shot he hit the shed about the middle 
of the roof. A gigantic burst of flame 
followed and there was great smoke 
for about 10 minutes... Externally no- 
thing was to be seen but a large hole. 
It is supposed that the flier must have 
learned through-treachery that this 
Zeppelin had only been transferred 
three days previously from: the old 
shed, If, as is repsrted, the airship 
was not filled, the hope is expressed 
that it is not too seriously damaged.

Soldiers—Weakly Men Weeded 

The bulk of Lord Kitchener’s new 
army of 1,000,000 men now coming 
into being will not, according to an 
expert military view, be ready for ser- 
vice in the fleld until next spring, but 
owing to the superior class of men 
who have responded to the call their 
training is progressing rapidly. Among 
them, according to authoritative 
circles, there are nearly 200,000 old 
soldiers who have served in the Brit- 
ish regular army fcr perivds ranging 
from seven to twelve years, and these 
form an admirable stiffening for the 
new recruits from civil life, whom 
they assist in training. To this must 
be added many men who have served 
short periods in the volunteer forces 
of the militia. 

All weakly men among the new re 
cruits have Leen rapidly weeded out 
during the stiff training and most of 
the men are developing into fine shots, 
wh their excellent physical condi 
tioh will make them a valuable addi 
tion to the vast allied army whicl. will 
be in the fleld next spring to recom- 
mence the campaign against Germany. .

portation is nearly forty tons. The 
weight of the shell is about 760 
pounds. Tie maximum range at aa 
elevation of 65 degrees is 24,250 feet, 
and the maximum range at 42% de- 
grees elevation is a little over 33,000 
feet. ,

In addressing a teacher’s conven- 
tion in New York, Governor Glynn 
impressed upon the delegates the 
necessity of correcting a radical 
fault in the rising generation—the 
lack of thrift. 

“There is need for thrift in this 
country. ~The time to teach it is in 
youth and the place to teach it is in 
school.’’ Attached to every s¢hool 
said the governor, should be a sup- 
ervised savings bank. This is ay 
established institution in Franee, 
and is largely responsible for the 
characteristic frugality of the French 
people. The experiment has also 
been tried in some of our Canudian 
cities and is said to work well. 

The virtue of saving ‘is not the 
least and should be learned in 
childhood. 4 

As long as the existing social 
order lasts the right of capital to 
earn money must be conceded, 
without that right all incentive to 
thrift would cease and civilization 
would retrograde. What is true of 
the individual is true of the cor- 
poration. Thrift and progress in- 
volve sacrifice or self restraint and 
the ultimate reward is the only in- 
centive to that industry which riscs. 
above the level attained under the 
spur of hunger.

Hughes 
told the people of New York that 
Canada could, if it had to, send 
half a million efficient men to assist 
the Empire in the European. strug- 
gle, he was laughed at. Yet if the 
cold figures of the census are to be 
taken as evidence, he was not at 
outside the mark. Eighteen and 
forty-four are generally looked. upon 
as being the two limits for military 
service, and of men between these 
ages Canada possesses over geven- 
teen hundred thousand,In the census 
of 1911 the count of males of fight- 
ing age is given as follows:

classes, Substantial aid is given also 
for the encouragement of night class in- 
dustrial ancl mining centres. 

In all the local organization, the 
scomodaligs and equipment provided 
the courses instruction and the in- 
structors must be approved by the. De- 
partment of Education before the grants 
muy be paid. ln order that the quality 
of instruction may be maintained at a 
high standard, the teachers of the vari- 
ous special subjects and courses will have 
to meet the requirements of the Depart- 
ment of Education before being recog:

advanced work qualified specialists with 
teachers’ certificates from accredited in- 
stitutions will receive due recognition 
upon application to the Department of 
Education, For the elementary, phases 
of the work in the various subjects the 
teachers, not already qualified, may se- 
cure the necessary training at the Sum- 
mer School for Teachers, 

To insure that unity of purpose and 
effort necessary to secure the fullest and 
mosteconomical use of all accomoda- 
tion, equipment and specialized service 
available, the courses and classes affect- 
ed by these grants are to form an integ- |p 
ral part of the school system under the 
control of the school board and under. 
the general direction and supérvision of 
the Superintendent of Schools in those 
sclioo!l districts where such an official is 
employed by the board and in all 
other cases under the direction of a 
principal to be designated as the super- 
vising principal of schoolsof the district, 

In order that the night class work for 
this winter may, receive full benefit in 
the way of’provincial aid, the’ schedule 


of grants in so far as it pertains to night |; 


class instruction is to be deemed to have 
been in force on and after October 1, 
1914. The remainder of the schedule 
becones operative on and after January 
Ist, 1915.

FIRES AND FOREST FERTILITY 


Destruction of the Timber Only Part 
of the Immense Damage 
Done 

Experts state that forest soils have 
lost and are losing much fertility ow- 
ing to forest fires which, doing appar- 
‘ntly little immediate damage, rob the 
soil of accumulations of humus, In 
many sections land is bcing clearei 
for farming and, where such forest 
land has rot been burned, there is a 
large percentage of vegetable matter 
which provides considerable fertility 
and a good texture. Moreover, as this 
soil has a greater capacity to absorb 
sand retain moisture, it is less likely to 
be washed and gullied under heavy 
rains. For these reasons, in addition 
to the damage to standing’ timber, 
authorities agree that wood lands 
should be very carefully safeguarded 
against fire.

Wire Fencing and Trees 

Occasionally, in running wire 
fences, it is necessary to attach the 
wires to trees. In doing so, it is bad 
practice to use staples to attach the 
wire directly to the tree, thus ensur- 
ing that the wire will become over 
grown and imbedded in the wood. 
Not only is the tree thereby ruined or 
injured but, further, it is impossible 
to remove the fencing without cutting 
either the wire omthe tree. 

A better way, protecting both the 
tree and the fence, is first to neil to 
the tree a strip of wood about four 
inches wide and one inch thick, of a 
length to suit the height of the fence. 
fhe wire fence can then be stapled 
to chis strip This will sscure the 
fence and will not interfere with the 
tree growth.

a2 and cleaner and richer land. 
uch effort has been put forth to 
turther the swine and cattle industries 
but sheep culture has. been wed 
to drift along with the current of in- 
difference. In 1911, however, work 
was undertaken by the Ontario de 
partment of agriculture, having as its 
object to stimulate this neglected in- 
dustry and to demonstrate that sheep 
raising pays. Nine flocks, of from 
ten to twelve grade ewes per flock, in 
various parts of Ontario, were used 
in the demonstration. These were 
owned by the farmer in each case and 
the work was conaucted in a manner 
quite within the reach of all other 
farmers who own, or could own, 
sheep. Interest on the capital invest- 
ed in the flock and the cost of feed 
were in each case deducted from the 
receipts, In every instance substantial 
net profits were made, the average 
being within a few cents of $39.00 per 
flock per year, or $3.50 per head. 
Leading sheep papers of the United 
States are forecasting good times for 
sheep men, and they do not seem far 
wrong; when it is considered that dur- 
ing the war there will doubtiess be 
thousands of sheep destroyed in Eur- 
ope, it would seem to be an oprortune 
time for those contemplating entering 
upon the breeding of sheep to get a 
few breeding ewes and start a flock. 
It does not cost much to start in 
the business, and the monetary re- 
turns are rapid; the wool and the 
lamb crop are saleable annually. 
Sheep eat almost all classes of weeds 
and, as their manu: is rich and even- 
ly dictributed, they are great soil im- 


provers. Expensive buildings and 
constant care are unnecessary.

Guards Charged Through Storm 

“We dug some trenches. * * * 
Without any warning the enemy's 
shells camé flying around us. We 
lay close to the ground listening to 
he merry whistle of them dropping 
in front and in rear. It made you 
sweat waiting for the shock of get- 
ting hit. 

A good job some of the shells were 
defective and went into the ground 
without, bursting, or I shouldu’t be 
here to tell ‘the tale, It was proper 
agony. We could not see the guns 
or their men, so we were helpless. 
It seemed like dying in a hole. I 
wouldn’t have minded it if we had 
seen someone to have a shot at. * * 

The sky turned p re black and we 
knew we were going to have a heavy 
shower. But we _ had a “double 
event’—a showcr of bullets also. I 
could see we were attacked in the 
rear, and all was confusion for a 
few minutes, but cur men soon woke 
up, and we got the order to fix bay- 
onets. 

Down came the rain and lightning 
and thunder crashing. I stood for a 
moment to survey the whole scene. 
It was like sometihng you read 
Hout. We got the order to charge 
the guns, and you should have seen 
the Irish Guards, 3rd Coldstreams 
and 2nd Grenadiers fly down on 
them like an avalanche—on the Kais- 


ers crack regiment—the Prussian 
Guards. 
It was all over in ten minutes. 


They absolutely stood dumbfounded. 
I shouldn't like to stand in front of 
that charge myself. Our men were 
drenched to the skin, but we didn't 
care, it only made us twice .as wild 
Such dare-devil pluck I was glad to 
see. 

“Back from those guns,” roared 
some officer to the Germans, “or I'll 
have every one of you slaughtered.” 
They didn’t want telling twice. 

We proceeded to line up the pris- 
oners and collect the spoils, which 
amounted to about 150 prisoners, 6 
Maxim guns, and 38,000 rounds of 
ammunition, which we had the plea- 
sure of using on them later, not 
counting the dead and wounded. 

That finished our day. We had 
no dinner till the following morn- 
ing.” —An Irish Guardsman.
